Bakker was freed later Thursday on $250,000 bond 
imposed by U.S. District Court Judge Robert Potter.

Tibetan gets peace prize

Nobel committee praises Dalai Lama

OSLO, Norway The Dalai 
Lama, the spiritual and temporal 
leader of Tibet whose title means 
Ocean of Mercy, won the 1989 Nobel 
Peace Prize on Thursday for decades 
of non-violent struggle to free his 
country from China. 

He said in response, “My case is 
nothing special. I am a simple Bud- 
dhist monk — no more, no less.” He 
expressed hope the award would fo- 
cus attention on compassion in every 
human being. 

China called the award an insult 
and interference in. its internal af- 
fairs. 

One clear purpose of the Norwe- 
gian Nobel committee was to deliver a 
message of support to the pro-democ- 
racy movement in China. 

Analysts also said it might help 
eventually to break the deadlock be- 
tween China, which has occupied the 
Himalayan nation since 1950, and the 
Dalai Lama, who leads an exile gov- 
ernment basedin-India. 

In its: citation, the committee men- 
tioned the Dalai Lama’s rejection of 
violence and his preachings of respect 
for all living things. 

It praised his “constructive and for- 
ward-looking proposals for the solu- 
tion of international conflicts.” 

Past prizes have been used to en- 
courage human rights activists and 
support peace efforts. 

Polish Solidarity leader Lech 
Walesa won in 1983; the 1987 prize 


went to President Oscar Arias of 
Costa Rica for his Central American 
peace plan; and U.N. peacekeeping 
forees were given last year’s award. 

The Dalai Lama, 54, was born Ten- 
zin Gyatso. 

The son of a poor farmer, he was 
named spiritual and temporal ruler as 
the 14th Dalai Lama at age 5, just 
before the Chinese army marched 
into Tibet. 

He fled Tibet in 1959 after a failed 
uprising against Chinese rule. 

In Los Angeles, where he was at- 
tending a conference, the Dalai Lama 
said: “I very much appreciate: that 
kind of recognition about my beliefs. 
In fact, I always believed in love, 
compassion and a sense of universal 
respect. Every human being has that 
potential.” 

“This prize may open more people’s 
eyes to look at their own quality,” said 
the Buddhist leader, who wore san- 
dals and traditional red-and-orange 
robes. 

In the Himalayan town of Dharm- 
sala, India, the base of the exile gov- 
ernment, Tibetans danced and sang in 
the streets: 

Despite the Dalai Lama’s teachings 
of non-violence, bloody clashes with 
Chinese authorities have occurred in 
Lhasa, the Tibetan capital, over the 
past two years. 

Up to 380 people were killed in 
March, and Lhasa has been under 
martial law since then. Demonstra- 
tions were reported as recently as last 
month. 


City agrees to close street for parking lot 


Foundation reveals plans for Academy

If the Academy Square Founda- 
tion gets its way, 600 North will be 
blocked off and used as a parking lot 
for Academy Square after renova- 
tion. 

Dan Losee, architect for the 
Academy Square renovation pro- 
ject, said the city has agreed to close 
the street next to the Square and 
help the Foundation acquire the 
buildings across the street. 

“We plan to compensate the own- 
ers on 600 North facing the Academy 
Square,” Shirley Paxman said, Pax- 
man is a member of the Brigham 
Young Academy Foundation, which 
is working with the ASF for 
the preservation of the Square. 

The Foundation signed an option 
to buy the Square from the Academy 
Square Land Associates for 
$800, 000. The option gives the Foun- 
dation six months to raise the neces- 
sary funds. 

Paxman said all donations will be 
put in escrow until the foundation 
raises the money. The Foundation 
will hire a professional to oversee 
fund-raising activities, Paxman said. 

“We (the Foundation) don’t have 
the expertise to raise the amount of 
money required in such a short 
amount of time. We need someone 
who has the knowledge and experi- 
ence to help us,” Paxman said. 

“Many foundations, institutions 
and corporations want to give to the 
Academy because the types of activi- 
ties planned to take place are worthy 
of support,” Paxman said. 

“We have a broad basis of support. 
We will be able to raise funds on a 
national level because of the many 
BYU graduates throughout the na- 
tion,” said Paxman. The Foundation 
revealed its plans for the four build- 
ing complex at the meeting. 

Plans include early childhood, 
transitional, performing and culture 
arts, entrepreneur training and 
training opportunity programs. 

The early childhood program will 
serve newborn to six-year-olds. It 
will help gifted, regular and disabled 
children in the development stage. 
The transitional program will help 
learning disabled, illiterate and oth- 
ers receive academic, social skill and 
vocational training in many settings. 


= Panama coup attempt 


defeated by mistakes

WASHINGTON — The aborted 
effort to overthrow Panamanian Gen. 
Manuel Antonio Noriega was doomed 
by a series of false assumptions and 
mistaken judgments by the rebels as 
well as by the American forces’ lack of 
flexibility, U.S. officials said Thurs- 
day. 

One U.S. official, evaluating the 
events of the past two days, said the 
American forces in Panama were pre- 
pared for any contingency — “from 


the maximum all the way to the mini- 


mum.” 

But this official, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said constraints 
were placed on Gen. Maxwell Thur- 
man of the Southern Command, who 
assumed his duties in Panama just 
two days before the insurrection. 

Defense Secretary Dick Cheney 
said it was “hogwash” to suggest that 
the United States had refused an of- 
fer from the rebels to take custody of 
Noriega. 

But Sen. Jesse Helms, R-N.C., did 
just that, telling the Senate, “They 
(the rebels) told the U.S. officers that 
they were holding Noriega captive, 


and requested U.S. assistance to take 
custody of Noriega and remove him to 
the United States.” 

Cheney said that rebels refused in a 
“face-to-face contact” with a. U.S. mil- 
itary officer to turn over Noriega dur- 
ing the coup attempt. 

Helms also said that coup leader, 
Maj. Moises Giroldi, had been exe- 
cuted in Panama, adding, “I have re- 
ceived reports from Panama that 
Noriega personally shot the major.” 

U.S. officials agreed that Giroldi 
probably was killed but added they 
were not 100 percent certain. 

One official, speaking anony- 
mously, said if the rebels had deliv- 
ered Noriega to a U.S. military facil- 
ity, he would have been flown to 
Florida to face federal drug charges 
dating to February 1988. 

Cheney and other administration 
officials continued their defense of 
President Bush’s handling of the coup 
attempt, and the decision not to be- 
come involved militarily. 

White house spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater said, “To have a handful of 
congressman suggest it was the 
wrong course is a pretty minor re- 
sponse.’

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Soviet troops break blockade of Armenia 


MOSCOW — Soldiers began guarding fuel and food shipments bound for 
beleaguered Armenia, cut off for more than two months by saboteurs in the 
neighboring republic of Azerbaijan, reports from the region said Thursday. 

Soviet troops arrived in the republic to ensure the safe arrival of supplies, 
most of which must pass through Azerbaijan to reach Armenia, the reports 
said.

The blockade has resulted in chronic shortages of food, fuel and other crucial 
staples. 

Also, the blockade has interrupted the flow of supplies to people affected by 
the devastating Dec. 7 Armenian earthquake. 

Armenia is at the southern border of the eastern Soviet Union and much of 
the republic is bounded by Azerbaijan, through which 80 percent of the 
supplies must pass. 


Senate approves ban on defacing flag 


WASHINGTON — The Senate on Thursday overwhelmingly approved a 
statutory ban on defacing the American flag after defeating a proposed revi- 
sion that sponsors said could prove fatal in a future court test. 

President Bush said he respected the action but would continue to push for a 
constitutional amendment. 

The 91-9 final vote came after maneuvering by Senate Republicans. They 
agree with Bush, saying that amending the Constitution rather than passing a 
simple statute is the only effective way to counter last June’s Supreme Court 
decision which threw out a Texas flag-burning law. 

The bill, which previously passed the House but now returns there for 
consideration of Senate changes, calls for up to a $1,000 fine and a year in jail 
for burning or otherwise defacing the flag. Both houses are to consider a 
proposed amendment to the Constitution later this month. 

The Democrats say the bill is carefully worded to protect it against new 
free-speech court challenges. 


Bush to receive surgery for finger cyst 


WASHINGTON — President Bush will undergo surgery to remove a cyst 
from the middle finger of his right hand, the White House said Thursday. Bush 
vowed to keep working despite “this awesome burden.” 

The president, making light of the minor surgery, said there was no need to 
make “a federal case out of it.” Asked to raise the finger for a photo, he replied, 
“Don’t tempt me.” 

Presidential spokesman Marlin Fitzwater said Bush would undergo the 
procedure — expected to take about an hour — on Friday at Walter Reed 
Army Medical Center. 

The cyst, on the end of his finger just below the nail, has troubled the 
president for about three years. “It simply has reached the point where it has 
gotten larger and noticeable,” Fitzwater said. 

He said the president, who is left-handed, would be given a local anesthetic 
called a digital nerve block and would remain awake throughout the proce- 
dure. 

“The doctors’ clinical observation indicates that the cyst is benign,” Fitzwa- 
ter said.

Public employees forgo strike, will lobby 


SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah Public Employees Association has 
decided against following the example of teachers who staged a one-day strike, 
instead favoring a strategy of intensive lobbying of lawmakers for better pay. 

The group, which represents about 9,000 workers, had considered taking 
action similar to a walkout by teachers last month that closed virtually all 
schools in the state. However, the UPEA board of directors voted Tuesday 
night to reject the idea. 

“We don’t want to shut down state services,” said Ted Cooley, UPEA 
deputy director, noting that a strike would have involved Utah Highway 
Patrol officers and prison guards. “It would put the state and the governor ina 
very difficult position if we walked off the job. It would be a lot different than 
closing schools down and sending the kids home for the day,” he said. 

UPEA employees will organize a telephone campaign near the beginning of 
the legislative session in January aimed at all 104 Utah lawmakers. Gov. Norm 
Bangerter’s office was relieved by the decision and voiced support.

“It’s hard to beat Tylenol for 
safety. 

“With Tylenol you don’t have to 
worry about side effects on top of the 
illness,” Hoffman said. 

Fluids must be replaced in the body 
during illness because patients be- 
come dehydrated, Hoffman said. 

“Fever burns off water. You get 
dehydrated and then you feel worse. 
You feel weak and tired,” Hoffman 
said. 

By replacing the fluids lost during a 
fever, cold and flu sufferers recuper- 
ate more quickly. 

Fluids such as juice or pop, which 
contain sugar and salt, are more effec- 
tive than water, which contains nei- 
ther, Hoffman said. 

“Plain water doesn’t help people 
feel better like juice does. 

“Tf youre not taking in calories, you 
are running on stored fat and calories, 
and you feel worse,” he said. 

Crushed ice, slushes and warm 
drinks will soothe sore throats, Hoff- 
man said. 

Several hundred viruses contribute 
to colds and flu. 

Although a person can develop a 
resistance to a specific virus, the per- 
son can still catch a cold from a virus 
with a slightly different makeup, 
Hoffman said.

“Whether you get a cold depends

Colds and flu are transferred by 
hand contact, spew of mucus and 
contaminated utensils, Hoffman 
said. 

But there are ways to prevent 
catching the cold of a roommate or 
family member, Hoffman said. 

“Tf you help them out in any way, 
wash your hands afterward. If you 
pick up their used Kleenex, wash 
your hands,” Hoffman said. He also 
suggested that a person who is sick 
use disposable paper cups and 
plates. 

Students often swear by vitamin 
C, but it does nothing to help colds 
and flu. 

“On a purely scientific basis, vita- 
min C has not been proven to help 
infection,” he said. 

For those who claim vitamin C 
works wonders for them, Hoffman 


’ said it is because they only believe it 


will. 

Do not assume that herbal teas 
offer any miracle cure, he said. “The 
advantage of teas is that they soothe 
the throat. The herbs themselves 
don’t cure a sore throat,” Hoffman 
said.

Book gives word origins

SPRINGFIELD, Mass. — 

“Bimbo,” a word much in vogue in the 
scandal-ridden 80s, was first used as a 
relatively sexless term for lackluster 
males of the Roaring Twenties. The 
slightly stuffy word “academy” has a 
much racier past — a daring exploit 
involving a youthful Helen of Troy. 
- Frem “bunk,” the unfortunate 
legacy of a longwinded congressman, 
to “zany,” derived from the word for a 
16th-century Italian clown, a new 
book by dictionary publisher Mer- 
riam-Webster Inc. examines the 
strange stories and forgotten figures 
lurking behind everyday words. 

“This book was a little bit more fun 
to work on thanthe usual things we do 
here,” said Frederick C. Mish, edito- 
rial director of Merriam-Webster. 

“Webster’s Word Histories,” 
touted as a companion for “armchair 
etymologists,” is a departure from 
the dictionary publisher’s generally 
sedate product, and is filled with 
lively prose complete with an eye- 
catching “bikini” entry on the jacket. 

“That was probably picked because 
it would be of some interest,” Mish 
said pointing out the selection was an 
advertising — not editorial — deci- 
sion. 

Scholarly tomes about the origins 


of words already exist, most notably . 


the Oxford English Dictionary, which 
exhaustively defines hundreds of 
thousands of words and gives their 
sources. 

But Word Histories, published in 
September and priced at $14.95, is 
aimed more at the kinds of people who 
contact Merriam-Webster regularly,

asking where words or phrases come ° 


from, Mish said. 

Audrey Duckert, a lexicographer 
at the University of Massachusetts 
who has contributed to Merriam- 
Webster dictionaries and to the last 
supplement of the Oxford English 
Dictionary, said there are surprising 
numbers of non-scholars who are in- 
terested in word origins. 

“One of my jobs (at Merriam-Web- 
ster) was to answer all the ‘Dear Mr. 
Webster’ letters. I settled more 
Scrabble arguments than you can 
shake a stick at,” she said. 

The editors note in the introduction 
that etymology is not an exact sci- 
ence. 

For example, the entry for “bikini,” 
describes 1946 atomic bomb tests on 
the atoll of Bikini in the Marshall Is- 
lands. “In the summer of 1947, an- 
other bombshell hit the beaches of the 
French Riviera, the bikini,” the entry 
continues. 

Editors confess they do not know 
how one led to the other, although 
they offer the theories that the effect 
of a bikini-clad woman compares to 
that of an atomic blast, or the ground- 
stripping effect of an atomic blast.
